Edison, the Los Angeles 
Department of Water and Power, 
and the California Energy 
commission were jointly chosen 

--on January 6 by ERDA to build 
“and operate the pioneer solar 
station. 

Site. for the: first, 
10-megawatt demonstration 
facility is approximately 12 
miles southeast of the city of 
Barstow in the. Mojave desert 
and will be on Southern 
California Edison’s existing 
Coolwater generating station 
property, Gould said. 

The two utilities, Edison and 
DWP, will be responsible for the 
pilot plant site of 130 acres and 
will supply the electric generator 


and personnel for operation of 
the entire solar demonstration 
facility. Edison will act as 
project manager. 


Edison, DWP, and the Energy 
commission will jointly be 
committing about $20 million 
toward the federally-funded 
$100 million demonstration 
project. 

ERDA is responsible for the 
design, construction and 
installation of the solar portion 
of the demonstration. plant, 
including the mirrors, and the 
energy receiving system. 

The Energy commission is 
responsible for coordinating 
efforts of public agencies, the 
regulatory procedures and 
responsibilities providing a state 
level focus for public discussion 
of solar energy issues. 

Construction of the pioneer 
solar power generating plant is 
scheduled to be completed in 
1980-81, Gould said. 

The winning California plant 
proposal was selected from a 
field of three finalists--one each 
in Arizona and Texas, as well as 
the winning California site. 
Originally, nine sites had been 
nominated for the pilot 
program.

At $291 Per Ton; 


'T7 Planting May Rub 1,200,000 Acres 


BAKERSFIELD — A price of 
$291 per ton, fuzzy basis, for 
cotton seed for 1977 planting 
was set January 25 by the board 
of directors of California Plant- 
ing Cotton Seed Distributors 
(CPCSD) meeting in Bakersfield. 
The price compares with the 
$303 charge to growers for seed 
in 1976 and a $387 price in 
1975. 

Enough seed has been saved 
to plant 1,200,000 acres this 
year in the San Joaquin valley 
cotton belt, with a reserve for 
emergencies. This would repre- 
sent a 15% acreage increase over 
1976, with growers reacting to 
favorable returns for cotton in 
relation to alternative crops. 

Spokesmen: said the increase 
probably would be greater ex- 
cept the fears of water shortages 
are likely to inhibit some plant- 
ing. 
An equal amount of Acala 
SJ-2 and SJ4 seed has been 
saved, with the latter strain giv- 
ing a yield advantage in ground 
affected with wilt problems. 

The board also recommended 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture release a new Acala 
strain, T-5690, for seed repro- 
duction in 1977. If released, 


Employment Up; Unemployment Down; 


this experimental strain would 
be called SJ-S and would be 
available for limited commercial 
planting in 1978 and for general 
planting in problem areas 
throughout the valley in 1979. 

T-5690 has shown significant 


_ yield advantages in wilt areas in 


tests over a 4-year period and is 
intended to replace SJ4. SJ-2 
probably would continue to be 
the predominant strain in non- 
wilt areas, at least through 1979. 

Dr. H.B. Cooper, director of 
the U.S. Cotton Research Sta- 
tion. at Shafter, said experimen- 
tal varieties now under develop- 
ment may eventually restore the 
valley to a single strain for 
planting after 1979, with.a com- 
bination of resistance to wilt 
plus maximum yield advantage. 

A portion of the price paid 
by growers for their planting 
seed is alloted to the University 
of California to conduct re- 
search on specific projects relat- 
ing to cotton production. These 
monies annually amount to 
more than $400,000. At its May 
meeting, the board will review 
applications for research projects 
and make allocations to the re- 
search personnel involved. 


Tulare-Kings Labor Force Growing 


FRESNO — _ Employment 
climbed and the seasonally ad- 
justed unemployment rate drop- 
ped slightly below 8.0 percent 
in Tulare and Kings counties 
during December. 

The monthly Employment 
Development Department report 
on employment shows the sea- 
sonally adjusted unemployment 
rate at 7.9 percent, down from 
8 4 percent in November. ~ 

There were 111,550 persons 
at work in the two counties in 
December, compared to 107,800 
in November. 

Unemployment went down 
from 9,900 persons in November 
to 8,600 in December. 

The civilian labor force, those 
persons employed or looking for 


employment, increased from 
117,700 in November to 
120,150 in December. 


A year ago, in December of 


1975, the. seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate was 8.5 per- 
cent. There were 107,200 per- 
sons employed, 8900 unem- 
ployed and a labor force of 
116,100 persons. 

The greatest gain in employ- 
ment was in the agricultural 
sector. There was an increase 
of 3,000 jobs from November 
to December, from 28,900 to 
31900. There was also a 12 
month increase in agricultural 
employment which registered 
30,900 in December of 1975 
against 31,900 in December of 
1976 for an increase of 1,000. 

Trade employment increased 
by 500 between November and 
December, from 19400 to 
19,900. This represented an over 
the year (December to Decem- 
ber) gain of-900 payroll posi- 
tions, up from 19,000 a year 
ago.

California farmers are waiting 
to’ see just how the new farm 
programs of the Carter adminis- 
tration ‘will shape up.

growers are capable of produc-’ 


1977 FARM ACT 

The experts are saying the 
emphasis of the 1977 Farm Act 
will be on grain reserves, higher 
target prices and disaster pay- 
ments. There also appears to be 
a movement developing toward 
more government held grain re- 
serves. These directions seem to 
be more compatible with south- 
em farming conditions. Cali- 
fornia farmers will generally be 
satisfied with less government 
involvement in the farming busi-

The elk ‘were rounded up on 
the 950-acre Tule Elk Preserve 
State park near Bakersfield and 
transported by truck to the new 
site in Contra.

The herd, which will have 
thousands of acres of feeding 
ground at. the new location, 
could grow to 25 animals in the 
next five years, Hunter said. 

The Tule elk, an animal 
found only in California, was 
neatly wiped out in the mid- 


1800s because of crop depreda-. 


tion in the Central valley. 

The first law to protect the 
Tule elk was passed in 1873, 
and 1971 legislation prohibits 
the hunting of Tule elk until 
the California population totals 
2,000 animals or until no 
suitable areas can be found for 
their relocation. 

Today there are nearly 700 
Tule elk in four locations in 
California: San Luis Island near 
Los Banos, Merced county (25 
animals); Tule Elk Preserve State 
park near Bakersfield (60); 
Cache Creek, Colusa county 
(80-100); and the remainder in 
the Owens valley, Inyo county. 


VISALIA — Friant Water 
Users association members meet- 
ing in Visalia, were told that this 
year’s water deliveries to agri- 
culture from the Central Valley 
project could fall below the 
50% figure previously forecast. 

To reach the 50% mark, 
above normal precipitation is re- 
quired for the rest of the season, 
officials of the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation stated. Normal pre- 
cipitation through April would 
mean only a 40% supply. If no 
more moisture is received, de- 
liveries will be reduced to 20% 
of contracted amounts. 

If the drought continues 
through the 1978 season with 
the same severity, water deliver- 
ies for agriculture could be elim- 
inated altogether and municipal 
and industrial users would be cut 
to 25%.

Dewpoint temperatures 
indicate when water vapor will 
condense out of the air. High 
dewpoints infer that heat loss to 
the sky will be reduced by the 
moisture in the air resulting in a 
slow, steady temperature fall 
through the night. 

Low dewpoint (dry air) 
permits a large radiation [oss, 
and orchard temperatures drop 
rapidly. Cooling by evaporation 
from sprinklers may result with 
dry air. 

However, a high dewpoint 
(moist air) has the disadvantage 
of frost and ice on fruit. This 
coating is a better conductor of 
heat, thus, ice covered objects 
will cool faster. 

Ceilings (temperature 
inversions) are included in the 
forecast because they serve as 
indicators for frost protection 
effectiveness. 

A “low ceiling” describes 
conditions where considerably 
warmer air is aloft that can be 
mixed with cold air near the 
ground by operating wind 
machines. ‘‘High ceiling” means 
the air aloft isnot mu 
than ground level.

1975, when Daniel T. Sanger, 
Compliance Officer, ar- 
rived at Mr. Barlow’s place ‘of 
business and announced his 
intention to conduct an inspec- 
tion. Now F.G. Barlow. hadn’t 
gotten around to reading the 
3400 separate OSHA regula- 
tions, but he had read the 
United States Constitution. Ar- 
ticle Four of that document af- 
firms that, “The right of the 
people to be secure in their per- 
sons, houses, papers, and effects, 
against unreasonable searches 
and seizures, shall not be violat- 
ed, and no warrants shall issue, 
but upon probable cause, sup- 
ported by oath or affirmation, 
and particularly describing the 
place to be searched, and the 
persons or things to be seized.” 

SHA, or as it is known in 
California, CalLOSHA, conducts 
hundreds of such -unconstitu- 
tional searches everyday. In Mr. 
Barlow’s case, no complaint had 
been filed,.no probable cause 
was evident and OSHA had not 
even secured a search warrant. 
Citing the Constitution as his 
sole authority and defense, F.G. 
Barlow refused to allow Com- 
pliance Officer Sanger access to 
his property. 

On December 13, the Secre- 
tary of Labor secured a federal 
court order to compel entry, 
inspection and investigation of 
the Barlow premises. With a 
copy of the Constitution in his 
back pocket, Barlow again refus- 
ed and was cited for contempt 
of court, a charge which may 
well have been an accurate de- 
scription of his attitude. 

The case was referred to a 
panel of three federal judges 
which, on December 30, 1976, 
more than a year after the inci- 
dent in Pocatello, ruled in favor 
of F.G. Barlow and the Fourth 
Amendment. The proceedings 
had been expensive and time- 
consuming but Barlow believed 
that he was right.

It certainly is and the time 
has come to put an end to it. On 
Wednesday, January 19, 1977, 
a district court in the State of 
Utah declared OSHA unconsti- 
tutional, stating the Fourth, 
Fifth and Seventh Amendments.

Are Californians second-class 
citizens? Is Cal-OSHA exempt 
from the-restrictions of the US. 
Constitution—restrictions design- 
ed to protect the civil liberties of 
the American citizen? 

In their summary conclu- 
sions, the Idaho Federal Court 
states that, “The Secretary of 
Labor of the United States of 
America, and all defendants, 
and their successors in office, 
and all other persons acting by, 
through or under them, are 
hereby forever and permanently 
restrained and enjoined 
from acting or attempting to act 
pursuant or in furtherance of 
Section 8. (a) of the Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Act and 
from conducting or attempting 
to conduct any general searches 
or inspections of the non-public 
‘portions of the premises or the 
plaintiff herein pursuant to Sec- 
tion 8 (a) of the Occupational 
Safety and Health Act of 1970. 

Is Cal-OSHA exempt from 
the Constitution? May _ this 
quasi-legal army of inspectors 
and busybodies continue to har- 
rass and fine the citizens of Cali- 
fornia in defiance of the federal 
court decisions and the Consti- 
tution? It is time to roll back the 
tide of government regulations 
and harrassment. . .and I can’t 
think of a better place to start 
than with Cal-OSHA.

During the meeting, Youde 
emphasized that California’s 
specialty crops - fruits, vege- 
tables, nuts - need to be consid- 
ered in foreign trade programs 
and negotiations. 

“Federal agencies must have 
meaningful input from USDA 
and state agricultural agencies 
when formulating environmental 
policies that affect agriculture,” 
Youde added, “‘and there needs 
to be solid high-level representa- 
tion from California on USDA’s 
top decision making staff.”

STATE AGENCIES WOULD HAVE TO PROVE cow Poxes 


WORTH UNDER NEW BILL BY DUFFY 


SACRAMENTO — Special 
“sunset” legislation. dismantling 
the bureaucratic superstructure 
of California government has 
been introduced by Assembly- 
man Gordon Duffy (R-Hanford). 

The measure (AB 301) calls 
for the orderly disbandment of 
the more than 200 state regula- 
tory agencies here by no later 
than 1984. 

“Only those state agencies 


. which can justify their con- 


tinued existence in terms of tax 
dollars and public service would 
escape immediate extinction,” 
said Duffy. 

Under the bill, surviving state 


agencies would be granted a one 
to five year “reprieve” by the 
Legislature, at the end of which 
time they again would: appear 
for review and reconfirmation. 

Duffy said his legislation is 
meant “to eliminate those state 
agencies which have outgrown 
their usefulness, or have proven 
to be an unnecessary drain of 
tax dollars.” 

The current size and com- 
plexity of state government, ac- 
cording to Duffy, “overshadows 
the individual, and works against 
the best interests of the Cali- 
fornia public.”
